London, May 13.—The lab6ér gov- 
ernment again was victorious in the 
house of commons tonight, when the 
conservative motion, moved by form- 
er Premier Stanley Baldwin, for re- 
tention of the McKenna duties, which 
Premier MacDonald had accepted as 
a motion of censure, was rejected by 
a vote of 317 to 252. 

The debate was almost exclusively 
devoted to the automobile industry 
and the effect the removal of the du- 
ties would have on unemployment in 
that field. On the whole, the proceed- 
ings were devoid of excitement and 
great stretches of bencehs were emp- 
ty for several hours. 

In the end the vote was taken on 
party lines, the conservatives solidly 
supporting the duties, and the liberals 
linking forces with labor to. abolish 
them.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
NEEDED, SAYS GEORGE 


Dr. Freeman Declares 
Baptists Stand for 
Toleration — Convention 
Will Begin Today. 


Six thousand delegates to the South- 
ern Baptist convention, assembled at

SCORES FUNDAMENTALIST- 
MODERNIST CONTROVERSY. 
The fundamentalist-modernist con- 
troversy which has torn the denomi- 
nations of the north came in for se- 


} vere excoriation in the oratory of Dr. 


Douglas Freeman, editor of the Rich- 
mond, Va., News-Leader, who was 
frequently and vociferously applauded 
for his caustic and pungent comments. 

Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, in his address to the nymen, as- 
serted that it is the Christian duty of 
the United States to take part in 
the league of nations without delay, 
}not only for the help it could give 
the other. nations of the world, but 
for its own preservation. 

Senator Georgia drew a picture of 
the league as a combine of Britain,

BOARD OF CENSORS 
FOR BOOKS, MOVIES 
IN SCHOOLS ASKED 


Creation of a board of censors to 
pass on all motion pictures, books. 
magazines and newspapers permitted 
in the schools to-make sure that they 
contain no “denominational propa- 
ganda” was urged on the board of 
education Tuesday by Dr. Fred Mor- 
ris, first ward commissioner.

He urged 
that the schools be protected from 
such mediums of propaganda as that 
picture, “The Literary Digest” and 
other publications which he did not 
name. His motion for immediate 
adoption did not meet with a second. 


CITY BOARD AIDS 
SURVEY OF COUNTY 
AND CITY SCHOOLS 


A survey looking toward consoli- 
dation of city and county schools was 
approved by the Atlanta board of edu- 
cation Tuesday when President John 
T. Hancock was authorized on motion 
of Dr. R. N. Eubanks to appoint a 
committee of three to cooperate witb 
the county board in this work. 

Action was taken in compliance 
with a recommendation made by the 
grand jury last month. Dr. Eubanks 
made it plain that his motion did not 
carry the board’s indorsement of city- 
county consolidation.

Dr. N. H. Ballard, state superin- 
tendent of education, has no objection 
to raise because the schoo] teachers 
of Macon refused to fill out and return 
questionnaires regarding their quali- 
fications and experience. 

These questionnaires were sent ont 
by the state department, said Dr. 
Ballard Tuesday, in order to render 
a service to the teachers themselves 
and if any of them do not cafe to 
avail themselves of the service, they 
are at full liberty not to do so. It 
was then explained that under the 
present system by which certificates 
are issued by county boards they are 
not recognized outside of Georgia, 
whereas a certificate issued by the 
state department receives recognition 
anywhere.

Can Now Eliminate 
Carbon Monoxide 
From Auto Exhaust 


New .York, May 13.—Dr. Miller 
Reese Hutchison, a member of the na- 
val advisory board, and for many 
years chief engineer of the Edison 
laboratories, today announced he had 
discovered a chemical compound 
which, used in commercial gasdline, 
wonld eliminate all danger from toxic 
discharges of carbon monoxide from 
automobile exhausts. 

The discovery, he said, was reached 
after experiments prompted by recent 
numerous reports of deaths and par- 
tial asphyxiation from inhalation of 
the deadly fumes. His experiments 
showed, he said, that straight gaso- 
line gave off 5.6 per cent of carbon 
monoxide. An admixture of one ounce 
of the compound in five gallons of 
gasoline, he said, reduced the output 
of carbon monoxide to 3.9 per cent. 
He added that a double dose of the 
inexpensive compound reduced the mo- 
noxide output to 3.7 per cent,. while 
three ounces in five gallons of gaso- 
line reduced it to 2.7 per cent.

Funeral. services for Captain 
Charles Pratt, pioneer Southern en- 
gineer and a Confederate veteran, who 
died late Monday night at a private 
hospital, will be held at 10:20 o'clock 
this morning from the chapel of H.

Wilson, pastor of the West End l’res- 
byterian church, officiating. Inter- 
ment wil] be in the Decatur ceme- 
tery with Piedmont lodge, F. and A. 
M., in charge of services at the grave. 

His death followed a stroke of 
paralysis suffered Saturday. He was 
stricken with influenza in March 
and was taken to Stuart, Fia., to re- 
cuperate. His condition apparently 
was improved until a relapse three 
weeks ago, but after that time, his 
condition grew steadily worse. He 
was brought to Atlanta immediately 
following the stroke. 

Born in Roswetl. 

Captain Pratt was born in Ros- 
well, Ga., March 18, 1842, anJ at- 
tended public schools of that city. 
He graduated from Washington and 


technic school at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
later spending two years in Germany 
studying civil engineering. 

He enlisted in the Confederate army 
at the outbreak of the civil war, and 
was niade a captain in Morgan’s cav- 
alry, serving with that unit until the 
close of hostilities. He was with 
General Morgan whien the latter was 
killed, and Captain Pratt was taken 
prisoner, being confined in a prison 
at Columbus, Ohio, for some time. 

After being paroled, he returned to 
Roswell, and later mved to Savannah, 
where he became connected with the 
Etiwan Fertilizer company. He next 
became interested in farming at Grif- 
fin and Cedartown, coming to Atlanta 
from Cedartown in 1882 to hecome as- 
&istant city engineer, holding that po- 
sition until 1885, when he moved to 
Tennessee to accept a position with 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad. 

With Flagler Interests. 


Several years later he became affil- 
lated withe Flagler interests in Flor- 
ida, and played a large part in the 
erection of the overseas railway be 
tween Miami and Key West. He was 
forced to retire from active business 
following injuries suffered in a fall 
twelve years ago, and had made his 


home with a daughter at Miami since. 

He was a member of Solomon lodge 
No, 1, F. and A. M., of Savannah, and 
had been a member of the West End 
Presbyterian church for mnre_ thap 
| thirty years, In the late 70s he was

Coolidge won by a nose when the sen- 
ate attempted to pass the Bursum 
pension bill over bis veto ‘and fell 
short of the necessary two-thirds ma- 


and) jority by just one vote. 


Senator Bursum refused to accept 
this as final and reintroduced his bill 
later in the day, with one modifica- 
tion, a reduction in the maximum pen- 
sion from $75 a month to $60. Vet- 
erans and widowe of the civil and 
Spanish-American wars are intended 
beneficiaries. 

Although Bursum said he would in- 
sist upon another yote ov bis bill, 
senate leaders regarded the failure to 
override the president’s veto as final 
and will not press for further action 
at this session. 

The Bursum bill was vetoed by 
President Harding in the previous 
congress. Like his predecessor, Cool- 
idge insisted that the bill would cause 
a needless drain on the federal treas- 
ury. He opposed the bill, despite the 
strong pressure from veteran organi- 
zations, on the same basis he is op- 
posing other measures which would 
appropriate large funds in excess of 
the allowances made in the budget. 

Sixteen democrats and twelve re- 
publicans composed the 28 votes which 
were cast to sustain the veto. The 
vote to override was 5d.

The expectation is that Chancel- 
lor Marx will stay in power, at least 
temporarily, and continue to carry 
on the administration, perhaps 
changing the representation of par- 
ties in his coalition to some extent 
in order to correspond to the new 
reichstag situation. Two alterna- 
tives are for President Eb2:. to call 
either the social democratic or the 
|national party to power. . Either 
would have to form a coalition and 
either decision would mean a tenta- 
tive acceptance of the Dawes com- 
mittee reparations plan in some 
| form. A social demoncratic 
‘chancellor would mean a gov- 
ernment with socialistic tendencies 
in internal affairs and a declared in- 
tention of carrying out the repara- 
tions program, A nationalist chan- 
cellor would mean a government 
with conservative principles in in- 
ternal affairs and a more reserved 
reparations policy of accepting the 
Dawes committee report as a basis 
of discussion. In the same way, 
with Chancellor Marx remaining in 
power, a decision to favor one or the 
other of these two major parties in 
his coalition would indicate a similar 
political trend. 

One result of the communist gains 


will probably be to give the leaders 
of the conservative national party 
stronger motives for favoring the ac- 
ceptance of the Dawes committee 
plan for payment of war damages.

Realizing that the state needed much of 
ite funds+in order to support the children 
of school age, the United States govern- 
ment, under what is known as the Smith- 
Hughes law, has psoavided for these adults 
a type of edneation known as part-time, 
or extension courses. 

These are provided hy the Opportunity 
school. One-half of the money for the 
classes of this school is provided by the 
state and national government, and the 
other half being provided by the city gov- 
ernment. 

To women and men who have missed op- 
portunities, or who need special training 
in order to make them more efficient in 
their work, and to make them bedéter cifi- 
zens, this school is a God-send—especially 
for that large class of people who need 
Americanization and citizenship training, 
the Opportunity’ school has been, and is, a 
great blessing. 

Any institution which 
splendid classes ought not 
but should be continued, and expanded, in 
its usefulness. We note that some of our 
people object to the Opportunity school on 
account of the fact that the employees of 
many of our large department stores are 
trained in salesmanship, or in other depart- 
ments of work, that will help them in these 
great department stores. 

Such training is not given for the bene- 
fit of the rich, but for t benefit cf 
those who are receiving the training, in or- 
der that they may be more efficient citt- 
zens, and may pay into the state and city 
more taxes, and may contribute their part 
in building a great city. 

We heartily encourage the development 
of our natural resources, feeling that every 
dollar put thereto is only an investment 
that will give great returns, but certainly 
more important should be the efforts made 
towards raising the intellectual averace of 
community, as what greater liability 
than ignorance? 

Cost to City Is Small. 

Dozens of men and women have had 
opportunity to take additional work in 
arithmetic, in the correction of errors, in 
business English, in tynewriting and book- 
keeping, in various crafts, such as help in 
millinery and sewing, that has made them 
more efficient in producing better goods 
in raising their salaries. Hundreds o 
working peeple in this city have heen mate 
rially and wonderfully benefited by 
of the Opportunity school. 
cost to the eitvy of Atlanta is 
small, compared to the enormous resnits 
which are heing achieved, that organized 
lahor feels that it would indeed, and in 
truth. he a trageds for such a school to 
be suspended, or curtailed in any way in 
its operation. 

We bee of you, gentlemen and Iadies of 
the board of education, that you not only 
will allow this school to operate, as it 
has in years past, but that yon will sive 
leave, and authority. that ite classes may 
he expanded, and that its usefulness may 
be increased.

Washington, May 13.—Semi-month- 
ly cotton reports are to be issued by 
the depattment of agriculture here- 
after as provided by the recent bill 
signed by President Coolidge. ‘The re- 
ports will be issued simultaneously 
with the cotton ginning reports of the 

Release dates of the reports this 
vear are as follows: June 1, July 2 
an] 21. August 8 and 25, September 
8 and 23. October 8 and 25, Novem- 
ber S and 21 and December 8. The 
reports will relate to condition as of 
the Ist and 15th of the month, except 
those on June 2 and July 2, which 
will be as of the 26th of the preced- 
ing month. 

The legislation provides no funds 
for the five additional reports and the 
question is now being considered by 
the director of the budget. If addi- 
tional money can not be obtained, 
the department feels that it will be 
necessary to drop several other lines 
of crop reporting work so funds and 
personnel may be transferred to the 
cotton states. 

Changing of the cotton dates neces- 
sitates issuing the August 8 report on 
other crops on August 7 and the Octo- 
ber 8 report on October 9. An amend- 
ment to the crop report regulations 
making official the proposed changes 
in date has been approved by Secre- 
tary Wallace.

ARE DISCUSSED 


Springfield. Mass., May 13.—Laws 
of the thurch dealing with divorce, 
and a letter from the Actors’ Equity 
association requesting the repeal of 
the Methodist ban on theater attend- 


'ance were among the chief tories that 


came before the Methodist Episcopal 
general conference here ‘Tuesday. 

A report of the committee on judi- 
ciary, defining and interpreting the 
law of the church on divorce, was 
finally adopted by the conference, but 
not before several delegates had bitterly 
attacked a paragraph in the Meth- 
odist discipline forbidding ministers 
to remarry divorced: persons whosé 
separation was on other than scrip- 
tural grounds. ‘These delegates held 
that the clause was an “advice” and 
not a law. 


Protest of Actors. 


The tenet of the church discipline 
which forbids attendance at theaters 
under penalty of expulsion is regarded 
as a slur to the theatrical profession, 
the letter from the Actors’ Equity as- 
sociation said. 

“Permit us to ypwoint out,” it read, 
“that; this law is more honored in 
the breach than in observance, since 
thousands of good, honest Methodists 
visit motion picture theaters as well 
as those where spoken drama is pre- 
sented.” 


War Bill Up Later. 


The war resolution is not expected 
to reach the conference floor until 
the last of the week. The proposaP’as 
it now stands in committee is that 
the church be committed “to sepa- 
rate itself from war and to take no 
jart in its promotion.” It is expected 
to, bring a larger expression of opin- 
liom than any measure thus far. 

In a speech before the conference 
Tuesday Chaplain W. W. Edel, U. 8S. 
» Urged the delegates to tate a 
tmtriotic stand in the matter. 

“If you take the support of the 
church from the military services,” 
Chaplain Edel declared, “you're go- 
ing to leave 150,000 men in the navy 
without your ministry.

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IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, May 13.—Enlarged esti- 
mates of European import require- 
ments did much today to bring about 
higher prices for wheat. The market 
here closed firm, 1-2 to 3-4 cents net 
higher, May $1.04 5-8 to $1.04 3-4 and 
July $1.06 1-8@1.061-4 to $1.06 1-4, 
with corn 5-8 to 1 cent up; oats at 
1-3 to 1-4-vent advance, and provisions 
ranging from a shade decline to 15 
cents gain. 

Price upturns in, the wheat market 
began soou after the opening, and ap- 
parently at first had no better basis 
than opinions that something ofa 
rally would ensue after declines the 
last 10 days. Meanwhile selling was 
checked by the big decredse of Cana- 
dian stocks. and uncertainty § about 
farm legislation at Washington.’ Then 
attention shifted to a report that the 
loss of wheat acreage in Illinois had 
been the heaviest in years and that 
the aggregate crop in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Missouri would be only 117,- 
000,000 bushels compared with 115,- 
000,000 bushels in 1923. Later came 
word that a leading authority had 
raised his estimate of European re- 
quirements 52,000,000 bushels. 

Today's increase of the amount of 
wheat said to be needed in Europe 
was in addition to 100,000,000 bushels 
increase made only a short time ago 
by the same authority. Under such 
circumstances, speculative purchasing 
here became more active in the last 
part of the day and the market fin- 
ished at virtually the top figures 
reached. Wintry weather in Canada 
and frost predictions for domestic 
wheat from Nebraska to the lakes 
tonight were contributing factors. 

Corn as well as wheat responded 
to unfavorable weather. Cash demand 
for corn, however, remained slow and 
some corn was said to have been 
bought back here from Boston. Oats 
receipts were lighter. 

Provisions averaged higher in line 
with hog values.

It 
ils one thing to buy or sell stocks 
and quite another to get the public 
following which is necessary to make 
stock trading profitable. In other 
words, it is a mistake to buy or gel] 
stocks when the ticker is talking in 
the opposite direction. Just now the 
ticker has nothing to say because 
{t has already discounted the slowing 
down in general business and is not 
ready to begin discounting the up- 
turn in general trade. When it geta 
ready to talk again it will speak its 
own part without any prompting.
